1. VISIT SCHEDULE CONTINUES TO DEVELOP ALONG BROAD LINES 
GIVEN REFTEL. PRESIDENT, GENERAL SECRETARY AND ADVISERS 
FLEW LATE EVENING JUNE 19 TO CAMP DAVID WHERE TALKS WILT. 
CONTINUE THROUGH MID- DAY JUNE 21. 

2. SESSION ON ECONOMIC AND TRADE AFFAIRS BEGAN LATE 
AFTERNOON JUNE 19 AT WHITE HOUSE AND CONTINUED ABOARD 
SEQUOIA, WITH PARTICIPATION OF SECRETARY ROGERS, SECRETARY 
SHULTZ, GOV. CONNALLY, DR. KISSINGER AND WHITE HOUSE 
AIDES. SECRETARY SHULTZ AND FOREIGN TRADE MINISTER 
PATOLICHEV CARRIED FORWARD EXCHANGES ON ECONOMIC MATTERS

BETWEEN 40 AND 50 BUSINESSMEN HAVE BEEN INVITED TO MEET 
WITH GENERAL SECRETARY AT BLAIR HOUSE 10:00 AM JUNE 22. 
NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF MANUFACTURERS HAS ALSO SCHEDULED 
LUNCHEON THAT DAY IN HONOR OF FOREIGN TRADE MINISTER

ABOUT SAME TIME THAT MORNING SMALL GROUP OF JDL DEMON- 
STRATORS CONDUCTING PEACEFUL VIGIL ACROSS FROM SOVIET 
MISSION SUDDENLY THREW RED PAINT ON BUILDING. NYC POLICE 
MADE SEVERAL ARRESTS IN LATTER INCIDENT. WE UNDERSTAND
